DETAILED ACTION 

1. The reply filed on 7/1 1/06 through 10/19/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 1) Applicant's election with traverse of 
Species I within the invention of Group I, in the reply filed on July 11, 2006 is acknowledged. 
However, it should be noted that Applicant had already elected Species I within the invention of 
Group I WITHOUT traverse dated 10/26/05, therefore, the record of instant Application with 
respect to Applicants' election is inconsistent; 2) it appears that Applicant was trying to indicate 
that claims 1-17 and 31 read on the newly submitted fig. 2. However, the newly submitted fig. 2 
is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the originally elected species I 
because the original species I (figs. 2A-2L) fails to provide both an n-type device and p-type 
device, etc. 3) Applicant further indicated that paragraphs 34 and 36 of the instant application 
described the instant claimed invention. However, the original paragraphs 34 and 36 of the 
instant specification fail to indicate that Figs. 2A-2L including both n-type and p-type device, 
and having different STI oxide thickness. Therefore, none of the pending Claims read on the 
original elected Species I (Figs. 2A-2L). See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE 
GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a).
